The Attack en Port Arthur Still Con< 
tlnuea, and the Qarrlaon Expects 
a Qenerai Land and Sea At- 
taelt on Wedneeday. 

New York, Sept 7.— The dearth of 
Immediate presa and offleial diapatches 
from the actual aeat of the far eastern 

struggles continues. It Is admitted by 
the Russian war office that no tele- 
grams whatever were received from 
Oeo. Kuropatkin bearing Tuesdajr'a 
data, the laat meaaage to tlie emperor 
from the general being dated Septem- 
ber 6, and briefly telling that the army 
was advancing northw.-ml. that it had 
extricated itself from a danp;erou8 po- 
sition, that there was constant can- 
nonading of the rear guard, and that 
the losaea on tbat day were but 100. 
The situation, in the light of the latest 
information may be summed up as fol- 
lows : 

Tho HiiF«ian forces are pushing on 
to MuK<u n, (greatly Impeded by heavy 
roads and floods, conducting an order- 
ly retreat, and followed atep by step 
by tho .Tapancso. Details of the flcht- 
Ing and of the exact position of tlio 
opposing; armies are larking. 

The report that Kuropatkin's rear 
guard has been annihilated, and that 
Ruaaian forces are in danger of being 
surrounded, is denied by the Russian 
Kcnoral ptaff. The Russian war offlce 
Is entirely confident tihat the retreat 
is slowly but surely being effected. 

From Tokio comes the official re- 
port that the bulk of the Ruaaian 
forces are still at Yentai. 

The Japanese field marshal, in an 
Gxleiuleii rcjKirt of the fighting up to 
September 4, says that the Russians 
burned all the railroad bridges over 
the Taitse river, and predicts that 
while tho Japaneae liat of easualtiea 
la not yet complete, the loaaoa will 
prove heavy. 

Viceroy AiexiefT is on hls way from 
Harbin to Mukden. 

The heads of Kuropatkin's long com- 
miaaary trains have passed through 
Mnkden, and are continuing north- 
ward. 

The attack on Port Arthur continues, 
the Chinese arri\ing at ("(:«♦' Ymi say 
the Russian garrison expects a general 
land and sea attack Wednesday. 

Mukden. Sept 7.— A Russian cor- 
respondent supplies the following: 

"Our retreat Is being carrie<l out 
under heavy pressure and with the 
.lapanese on our heels. The task is 
additionally difficult owing to the ter- 
rible condition of the roada and the 
rlvera, which are flooded. 

"The fighting has now been almost 
continuous since August 24, and how 
much longer it will last is impossible 
to say, as the initiative la in the haAda 
of the Japanese. 

"The number of lives sacrificed, and 
the loss of supplies by burning, bridges 
being blown up, etc., can only be ex- 
ptaiiH'd when wo once more have con- 
centrated, and this will occupy us for 
acmie dAys." 

PHIUP^INC ItLANOt. 



Rev. Father Stanton Haa DIaeevered a 
Large Number ef New Parailtaa. 

Washington, Sept. 7.— The R.v. 
Father Stanton, S. J., who has been in 
the Philippines for the past three 
yean engaged in acientiflo reaearch, 
haa discovered a large number of new 
parasites in the islands He has col- 
lected no less than \Wl new species of 
bymenoptera. 8ome of these were un- 
like any heretofore known, and were 
classified imder three new genera. All 
of the apedmens have been sent to. Dr. 
Ashmead. of the National museum, 
who will iaaue a daaeription list of 
them. 

More Russians to the Front. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.— It is stated 
that by the end of October the 4th. 
8th and 18th amy eorpa, totaling 19S,- 
000 inen. will reach the front. Before 
t|ie end of September 1,100 guns will 
have been dlapatehed to Gen. Koro* 
patkin. 

To Repair Russian Vessefa. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.— A telegram 
has been received from Vice Adm. 
SkrydlofT aaklng that SCO dock yard 
workmen be sent out to Vladivostok 
to repair the cruisers Rossia and Qro- 
mobui, whieh win require about'tlure* 
months. 

St Petersburg, Hept. '7. — According 
to an unconfirmed report the Raltlc 
fleet will nut bo able to sail before No- 
TMaber. 



PLAYING WAR. 



The Blue and the Brown Armies Were 
in "Pierce Combat.'' 

Headquarters. Gainesville, Va.. Sept 
7. — The blue and the brown armies 
were In fierce combat when halted by 
the chief umpire at 3 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. Previous to this the cf)m- 
raanders of the two forces had spent 
the time maneuvering for position. 
The net result of the day Is that Gen. 
Grant who la charged with forcing 
back Gen. Bell's brown army through 
Thoroughfare Cap, haa not been alile 
to break the line of defense estab- 
lished by Gen. Bell daring the early 
hours of the morning. 

The northern half of Gen. Bell's de- 
fense line is composed of infantry and 
artillery. Gen. (Jrant opposed this 
force in the extreme north early in 
the day, but with no success. After 
five companies of the blue army bad 
been ruled off the field for attacking 
in the open, a strong concealed de- 
fense, hostilities cea.sed for nearly 
three hours, nurlng this time Gen. 
Grant swung the bulk of his Infantry 
and artillery to the south, in an effort 
ito flank Gen. BeH'a line of infantry 
on the ri^t Oan. Bell, however, 
learned of the movementa of hla ad- 
versary. and nished up hla rcaervea 
to the threatened point. 

The two forces came in contact 
shortly after 2 o'clock, artillery being 
brought into play*by the brown army, 
and rapid fire guns spoke on both 
sides, while volley after volley of mus- 
ket fire added to the sound of hat- 
tie, which could be heard through the 
Virginia hilla for miles. 

QUESTS OF THK NATION. 



The Members of the Inter-Parlimentary 
Union on a Tour/ 

West Point N. Y.. Sept. 7.— The 
members of the Inter>Parliamentary 
union, a body comprising delegates 

from England and from every legisla- 
tive body in Europe, were the guests 
of the United States Tuesday, when a 
tour of the country began under the 
auspices of this government Diatin- 
guished membera of the various par- 
llaments of the old world to the num- 
ber of 185, were ofliciall.v welcomed to 
these shores at the military academy. 
They made the trip up the Hudson 
river from New York on board the 
ITnited States revenue cutters Mohawk 
and Oresham. Escorting the little 
revenue flotilla was the cruiser To- 
peka. 

At the military academy the nation's 
distinguished guests dlsemliarked to 
the firing of the national salute o( 21 
guna. .

A DIRIOIBLE AIRSHIP. 



Montana Man Sella Over the World'a 
Pair Aeronautic Concourse. 

St. T.onis, S( pt. 7.— T. C. Penbow. a 
Montana aeronaut, is the first man to 
sail an airship over the World's Fair 
aeronauMe concourse. He made a 
trial aseenalon Tueaday, and demon- 
strated that his machine Is dirigible, 
but owing to scarcity of power he was 
nnahle to propel it without great dif- 
ficulty against the wind. 

The airship consists of a cigar- 
ahaped balloon* and an aluminum car. 
It haa a 10 horse power engina, mn 
with hydr ogen gaa.

THE A6E OF CHIVALRY RECALLED. 



Ten Tliou^niid Men, WhoKeroiVt'd the 
(iolden .Spurs of KniKlitlKXjd, 
. Marched Throagh City. 



Joseph Leath, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
Dropped Dead During the Parade, 
and Slr«Knlght. SlmenofT Waa 
Thrown From Hit Horse. 

San Francisco, Sept 7. — The 29th 
triennial conclave of the Order of 
Knights Templar was inaugurated on 

Tuesday with a prand parade, which 
brought into contrast the 1.1th and 
20th centuries, and recalled the age of 
chivalry, when Richard Coeur de Leon 
and Salamin battled for possession of 
the Holy City. With glittering gonfa- 
lons, with richly caparisoned horses 
prancing in ^ay accoutrements, lO.tiOO 
men, who have passed thnniKli the 
vigil of the s(|nire and have synilioli- 
cally received the golden spurs of 
knighthood, marched with nodding 
white and black plumes, with white 
maltese crosses on their left shoul- 
ders, with swords flashinir. and with 
the banner of the cross fiuus to the 
breeze, over seven miles of the city's 
gaily decorated and thronged streets, 
as marched the knights and s<iulres 
of old throiifrh the streets of Lyons 
and Tourain to the rescue of the Holy 
sepiilchre. A striking feature of Tues- 
day's parade was the presence in the 
line of the earl of Euston and several 
other olBclals of the templar order, 
representing the Knights Templar of 
England and Wales. Their distinctive 
uniforms attracted special atention. 
The day was exceedingly warm, and 
the long march was wearisome to the 
older sir knights. A great many 
dropped out before passing the re- 
viewing stand. 

The parade was one of the finest 
ever seen in San Francisco, it occu- 
pied nearly three hours In passing a 
given point, though at no time was 
there any protracted delay. The ad- 
vance along the line of march of the 
more largely represented eastern com- 
manderies was signall/ed liy contin- 
uous cheers and when the band head- 
ing the Kentucky contingent struck up 
"Dixie." the enthusiasm of the specta- 
tors was unbounded. 

Joseph I.«atfa, of Couer de Leon com- 
mandery, Knoxville, Tenn.. dropped 
dead during the parade, while starting 
to do a knightly act. He was riding in 
a carriage and noticing a comrade who 
seemed to be alihost overcome, he 
stepped from his carriage to offer him 
a seat As he touched the >?rotind he 
fell dead from an apoplectic stroke. 
Mr. Simonoff, a local sir knight, was 
thrown from his horse and was se- 
sorely injured. 

The business session of the grand 
commandery began Tuesday, a short 
meeting in the afternoon, at which the 
reports of the grand officers were made.

He drnonncaa Buchanan as a "truck- 
ling, time-serving politician, fit repre- 
sentative of the sordid and odious politi- 
cal organization of Pennsylvania."
